AGED WATCHMAN PERISHED. 
One life was lost In the conflagra- 


tion, which burned from $1.500,000 to 
51.750,000 worth of property and ten 
firemen were injured. Daniel Sullivan. 
"0 years old, who lived at S1A Web- 
ster street, and who had 
been 
em- 


ployed on the Cunard company's dock 
for 3S years, 
was 
incinerated. 
Mr. 


Sullivan was crippled with age, and 
when the fire started was on the har- 
bor end of the long pier in his capac- 
ity of watchman. 


The spread of the names 
Immedi- 


ately after the inception was so swift 
that 
able-bodied 
longshoremen 
had 


difliculty making a way through 
the 


smoke, to the land exit. Joseph Inman, 
in charge Jf. the stevedores, ran up the 
brning shed, followed as he supposed, 
by Mr. Sullivan. Mr. 
Inman stepped 


Into his office on the land end of the 
dock to snatch some papers from bis 
desk, the work of a second, but when 
lie turned the. flames were at the door 
and he had to dive through the win- 
dow to escape. 


Daniel Sullivan, so infirm that ho 


had to use a cane, was farther down 
Ihe wharf, and being less agile than 
Mr. Inman, he must have been caught 
in Hie volume ot smoke. The (lames 
advanced faster than he >could move, 
and the spacious shed was all aflame 
by the time -Mr.--Inman- reached tire 
roadway outside and learned that Mr 
Sullivan had not been saved. It was 
impossible to attempt rescue then. 
. An unknown carpenter was caught 
In the middle of trie shed, but he es- 
caped to the dock and, jumping Into 
the water, was picked up by a tug 
boat. All other employes of the Cun- 
ard company, to the number of 50, 
had time to flee up the wharf to the 
railroad yard. 


START OF THE FIRE. 


The fire started in the north shed 


of the Cunard company's pier, near 
the norlh end of the area known as 
the Grand Junction docks, a few min- 
utes before 4 o'clock. The first point 
of iginition was at the harbor end of a 
one-story structure, either in a coal 
pocket or some bags of wool awaiting 
shipment. A spark 
from a 
tugboat 


has been reported to have started the 
blaze, though some of the Cunard em- 
ployes say it must have been a case 
of spontaneous combustion, due to the 
Intense heat of the past few days. 


But whatever the cause, there was 


no checking the flames within 
the 


section occupied by the 
large 
dock 


properties. The fire, propelled 
by a 


strong northwest wind, danced through 
the big, partitioned dock 
sheds ' and 


skipped from structure to 
structure 


until brought to a stop at the Massa- 
chusetts coai wharf adjoining the fer- 
ry slip of the Boston. Revere Beach & 
Lynn railroad.
